(1) Tha National Theosophical Colle^e^ Adyar (Madras) 

The College has grown out of the National High School, started in 
Ihe summer of 1918 at Teynampet and since removed to its own grounds, 
rovering about 25 acres, in Ouindy Road, Adyar. The institution is a 
■resirlential open-air public school and is under the Theosophical Educational 
Trust, represented by a local governing body on which the staff ar*» 
represented. 

The College and School are entirely residential and have many 
unione features. Special stress is laid on four aspects of the students’ life. 
(1) The health of the boys is looked after by efficient arrangements for 
games and physical 63 ccr;;lse 8 and instruction in the rules of hygiene and 
good health. (2) The boys are trained in the duties and responsibilities 
of citizenship by instruction in Civics and by providing opportunities for 
practical social work among villagers. (3) The intellectual training of th(‘ 
ooy is well looked after by organised individual attention and tuition by 
the teachers, and making the Library specially accessible to the students 

Finally, a high moral tone is kept up by the spirit of service and 
brother|iood inculcated among them and by religious and ethical instruction 
in the pupils’ own religion. 

The College has many scholarships and freeships which are avail abb* 
for poor and deserving students. 

The College is a < Constituent College of the University of Madras and 
is recognised for the Intermediate Courses of Study. The optional subjects 
pr ovided under Va^t Tfl are Ancient Hisj^ry, Modern History, Indian 
History and the Indian Languages and in Part fl are Tamtl, Telugu.

DEORBB COURSBS 
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(3) Madras Christian CoUega 

This institution was founded in 1837 by the ReTi^ John Anderson the 
first Missionary of the Church of Scotland to Madras. It was originally 
styled the ‘General Assembly’s Institution,’ but remaining in dependence 
on that section of the Church which in 1843 dissolved its connection with 
the State, it was known from that time as the *Free Church of Scotland 
Mission Institution,’ The College department was opened in 1865. In. 
1876 its basis was widened. Other Christian bodies combined with the 
Free Church of Scotland in contributing to its support, and it became 
the most important centre of Christian liberal education in Southern* 
India. The bodua which contribule to its support and are represented 
on its Council are, at the present time, the United Free Cburcn of 
Scotland, the We 8 le 3 'an Missionary: Society, the Church Missionary 
Society, the Church of Scotland, the American Baptist Foreign Mission 
Society, the London Missionary Society and the Reformed Chnrch of 
America. 

There are hostels attached to the college affording accommodation for 
about 250 of the students. 

The college is affiliated in the following subjects under the remodelled 
Intermediate Course — A (1) Matlumiticp, (2) Physics, (3) Chemistry^ 
(4) Natural Sciei oe aid (5) Oeograj hy. B (1) Logie, (2) Ancient History 
and (;}) Modem Histoiy ; in Groups lij, (ii-A), (iiLB), (iv) and (v-A) of 
the 11.

Ten scholarships are awarded annually on the basis of the Secondary 
School-leaving Certificate and the Intermediate Examination to students 
joining the First and the Third College classes respectively. 

Ten studentships are awarded apnually in the Honours pU£ses,r 
viz,% two for English, two for Physical Science (op Mathematioa), two 
for Natural Science, two for Philosopliy and two fop History.

(5) Madras, Pachaiyappa's CoUege 

This college and high school is a pui'ely native institution, maintained 
out of the fruits of native benevolence, managed by a body of Hindu 
trustees, and dedicated solely to the education of the Hindu commu- 
nity, particularly of Madras.

6. The Karalap'iti Ramanujaiya’s scholarship of Rs. 70 a yearii 
tenable for two years and is to be given annually to a student of the Junior 
B.A. class who has passed the Intermediate ExamiUvation withTclugu or 
Sanskrit. It is to be awarded in the first instance to a member of the 
testator’s community (Vaisya, Trivamika or Komati).

(6) Madras^ The Presidency College 

This institution was first established in 1841 under the name of 
‘The High School of the Madras University.’ * The High School progressed 
rapidly, and in 1853 collegiate classes were opened. In 1855 when the 
control of the Institution was transferred to the newly appointed Director 
of Public Instruct(pn, the college was duly constituted under a Principal 
and Professors and received its present name. 

From 1841 to 1870 the work of the college was carried on a 
rented building in Egmore, now the Presidency Magistrate’s Court, but in 
March of the latter year the new building at Chepauk was formally open ‘d 
by H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh, and the students wore transferred to It in 
the month of July following.

This institution has developed out of the Government Secondary and 
Training School for Mistresses, Triplicane, which was opened in 1913. 
It was converted into a college in 1923 when the 1-.T. training class 
which had been started 2 years previously, was transferred to it from 
i^ueon Mary'^s College, 

2. It provides for training in teaching to women and conflists of 
Graduate, ^condary and Higher Elementary Sections, 
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It is open to women who are, or who intend to become teachers. 
There are 3 courses of training, viz.^ (1) the L.T. course for graduates, (2) 
Secondary training course for those who have passed the Matriculation, 
(3) Elementary training course for those who have passed Form III or 
Standard VI II in a recognized school. ,It prepares students for the 
lL.T. Degree examination cf the University of Madras and for the Govern- 
ment Training School Leaving CertiOcate Examinations* 

3. Provision is made at present for 3 1 L.T. students, 60 Second- 
aries and 25 Elemeniary students. Stipends ranging from Rs. 10-8-0 to 
Rs, 26 are awarded, to stuh-nts who agree to teach for 2 years in a 
recognized school in this Presidency. The following term fees are levied

FACULTY OF MEDICINE 
(14) Madras^ Medical College 

This institution was opened as the Medical School in 1835^ and 
intended for tiie instruction in medicine of Euroxieans, Anglo*Indiaen 
and Indian candidates for the subordinate medical service. The benefilv 
were early extended to those desirous of qualifying for medical degrees, 
and some of the courses are open to the public. The designation of the 
institution was changed to Medical College in 1851. The college is under 
the control of a Principal, subject to the authority of the Surgeoa-€leiiejral 
with the Govcjrninent of Madras. The certificates of the college are recog- 
nized by the Colleges of Surgeons of England, Smtland, and Ireland. 
Students of the college department are prepired for the University degrees* 
Twenty have graduated as M.D. two as M.S. 433 as M.B. A C.M. und 
M.B. A B.S , t)30 have taken the degree of Tj.M. A S. and thirty-four 
that of L.S.Sc. and B.S.Sg. 

The academical year consists of an autumn and winter session of nm, 
and a spring session of three months. The summer vacation euten^ 
from April I to June 30. The year commences on July 1, The ourricnhim 
of the college department is in conformity \vith the reijuirements of tbe 
University regulations for degrees in medicine. Clinical instnic^tion is 
imparted at the General Hospital, the (3overnmcnt Hospital for Wonum 
and Children, the Ophthalmic Hospital, the Mental Hospital^ the Tnbuf- 
Uulosis Hospital, ani the Infectious Di.seases Hospital. Women studentu 
are now permitted to join the dosses of the college free. 


There are ten gold medals awarded. I'hc Johnstone medal is open 
annually to stu<lents of the college and Apothecary departments; the 
Ohipperfield medal is given to the best clinical student in medicine and 
surgery alternately. The Bharati Lakshmi gold medal (awarded by His« 
Highness the Maharaja of Travancore) is given to a ladv student Itv 
proficiency in midwifery and diseases of women and ohilaren. A gold 
medal, for proficiency in midwifery, is given by Rajah Sir P. Rama- 
swami Mudaliyar, C.l.E. The Savalai Setharam medal is awarded far* 
, proficiency in diseases of children. The Lady Grant Dufi gold medal is 
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awarded tc the must successful Hindu or Muhammadan lady student ; 
failing such, to the most successful outgoing iadj’ student. The Dr. G. 
Rama Rao medal is awarded to a student who has obtained not less 
than 75 per cent, of the marks at a competiti\e practical examination 
in Anatomy. The Queen-Empress medal is awarded (by the University 
authorities) to the lady student who takes the highest position in the 
first class in the pass examinalicn for the degree of M.B. & B.S., or 
L.M. &' S. In the event of a first class being obtained at both examina- 
tions in the same year, the medal will be awarded to the higher examina- 
tion. The Balfour Memorial medal is awarded by the University to the 
lady student who obtains rot less than 75 per cent, marks in midwifery and 
dih-eases of women and children at the Final M.B. & B.8.

The college adorda theoretical and practical instruction in subjects 
qualifying for the professions of Civil, Mechanical and Electrical Engineers, 
in view of fitting persons for employment in such capacity by Govern- 
ment, by Local and Municipal Boards, and by other agencies. 

Four courses are provided — -for Engineers, Upper Subordinates, Lower 
Subordinates and Draughtsmen respectively, but only the Engineer course 
qualifies for adinission to the B.E. Degree Examinations of the University. 

The number of students to be admitted annually is ordinarily limited 
to forty-five for the Engineer (Civil and Mechanical) class. 

Admission is made once a year — for the Engineer classes, on the first 
working day of the college session. 

Candidates for admission to the Engineer class must be under twenty 
years of age on June 30th of the year of admission. But this age 
will be extended by two years in the case of Muhammadan and Oriya 
candidates and those belonging to Agency Tracts. 

Candidate? for admission to the Civil and Mechanical Engineer classes 
must have jiassed the Intermediate Examination of the Madras University 
with Group i aa the optional branch or an examination accepted by 
Government as equivalent thereto. 

All candidates must produce satisfactory testimony of good character, 
physical fitness, sue, and freedom from liability to small-pox. Candidate, 
whose certificates are unsatisfactory in any respect, will be excluded. 

If the number of the applicants exceeds forty-five, admission to the 
Engineer class is regulated by selection. 

The fee for registration is Rs. 5. The names of the selected candi* 
dates are published in the Fort St. Oeirrge Gazette. 

The tuition fees payable are Rs. 140 per session or in nine instalments- 
of Rs. 18. 

The course for the Engineer classes extends over five years, of which 
four years are spent in the college and one year in workshops or on engi-* 
ueering works. 

Information as to the courses of study %p(ji other particulars may bo 
qbtained from the Principal.

(17) Calicut, Malabar Christian College 

The origin of this institution, founded by the Basel ISIission, dates 
back to the year 1848. It was recognized as a middle school in 1S73, as 
a high school in 1879, and affiliated as a second-grade college in 1909. 

The site of the present buildings, which weie occupied in 1900, was 
acquired by Government under the Land Actjuisition Act and handed 
over to the ‘Basel Mission Education Council.’ The buildings cost 
Rs. 00,000. New buildings involving an outlay of Rs. 90,000 are 
projected. 

Anew hostel adjoining the college was opened in.lanuary, 1909, with 
accommodation for fifty students. A Brahman hostel has <iiicc, been 
ad(led and one more dining room to the Brahman kittdion.

( 18 ) Caliculi Zamorin’s College 

In June, 1877, Sir Manavikrama Rajah, K.C.S.I., F.M.U., the 
jfkifliorm Maharaja Bahadur cf Calicut, started an English school under 
ftiie head-mastership of a European for the education of the members of 
his family. In 1878 it was thrown open to all caste boys, and in the 
fallowing year was affiliated to the University of Madras as a second- 
fpade college. The institution was a select one, only high caste students 
being admitted. Later on Christians and other non Hindus were 
admitted with the special sanction of the Zamorin. Since June, 1920, 
the Zamorin has been pleased to throw open the college to all students 
irrespective of caste or religion. The College pekbratod to Jden Jubilee 
4>a the 16th of January 1927. 

♦The college is under the management of the Court of Wards. 

A large and up-to-date hostel has been erected within the precincts 
of the college compound and this has become very popular and useful. 

The science section has been greatly enlarged and is fitted with gas, 
genetated on the college premises. 

It is at present affiliated to the University in Groups i and iiL Instruc- 
tion is offered in Sanskrit and Malayalam in Group iii and in Sanskrit, 
Malayalam and Oanareso under Puit IT of the remodelled Intermediate 
floujtse. 

The following subjects are taught under part III of the remodelled 
lotermediate Coom : —

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(20) Kottayam, C.MJS. College 

A continuous Cliristian education has been given in Kottayam by 
missionaries of the O.M.S. since about 1816. A seminary was conducted 
by English missionaries working in conjunction with the Syrian Church 
authorities, and was endowed jointly by gifts from England and by a 
handsome endowment from the Ranee, Sri Parvathy Bhai, partly in land, 
partly in funds. In 1837 it was found necessary to divide the endow* 
ments, about a half being given in trust to the ‘Missionaries at 
Kottayam’ to carry on the work. The present high school was then 
built under the supervision of the late Rev. Henry Baker, Senior. In 
1862 the Kottayam College began to send up candidates for the Matricu- 
lation Examination. In 1892 the college began its career as a second-grade 
college. New college buildings have recently been erected. There is a 
high school attached. There are hostels for Christians and Hindus. 

Thc‘ ( ollcgc is at present affiliated in Groups i, ii and iii. Instiuction 
is oftcr(3d in Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, Natural Science, Indian 
History, Modern Histoiy, Ancient History, Logic and Malayalam in Part HI 
of the remodelled course iind also Malayalam in Part II.

This is a Government institution, and was established in 1866 at the 
request of the Hindu population of the distriot of South Canara, who 
subscribed Rs. 05,()00 for the purpose. 

The institution is open to all classes of the community. The sources 
of revenue are the interest of the endowment fund, which amounts to 
about Rs. 200 per mensem, and the fees, which amounted last year to 
Rs. 16.194-3-0 for the college classes only — high school classes 
Rs. 2,997-11-0. 

There are a High School Department and a Secondary Training Depart- 
ment togetl with a Model School, attached to the College. The total 
strength of the institution is 456. 

Students who join the College are required to join the College Hostel 
if they do not live with parents or guardians. Porraission to join one of 
the recognised hostels in the town or to live in Association Student Lodges 
will be given at the discretion of the Princijial. 

A system of compulsory games has been in force in the College for over 
three years.

(23) Palamcottah, C.MJS. Sarah Tucker College 

This institution takes its name from Miss Sarah Tucker, who took 
great interest in the education and training of the young women in 
Southern India, though she never came to ibis country. Her friends 
collected money after her death and built the Institution in her memory 
in 1802. Since that time it has greatly grown and developed, and is 
now a second-gtade college witii a training department for the seconda^ 
and elementary grades of teachers and a complete model school attached. 
The total number of students on the roll in aU departments is 55 i). 

Additional land has from time to tinie been acquired, and good and 
•ubstantial buildings were erected for the high school and college in 
1900 and opened by Lord Curzon, Viceroy of India. Museum library and 
adience rooms have been since added. Busides the ordinary boarding 
accommodation, there is a special hostel which can accommodate twenty* 
four students. 
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The oollege is at present affiliated in Group iii with the following 
subjects : — Afathematics, Natural Science^ Ancient History, Modem 
History and Logic.

(24) Palamcottah, St. John’s College 

This institution was founded by missionaries of the Church Missionary 
Society as an Anglo- Veri acular School at Palamcottah about 1835. It 
developed into a High Sc ool, and was affibated to the University of Madras 
in 1 878 as a Second Grade College, being the first institution in the 
headquarters of the district to attain College rank. In January 1880 the 
College was transferred to Tinnevelly Town. 

In 1897, owing to the congested nature of the site of the College, much 
needed expansion was made possible only by moving to a new site, and 
a new building was e^’ected just outside the town boundary at 
a cost of Rs. 05,000, m whicli the college was carrie^l on urJil Aj.ri] 1928. 

A much more extensive sdiemo of development is now being w orked 
out, involving the transfer of the College back again to Palamcottah. There 
a splendid site of about 40 acres, on high healthy oj»en ground, has been 
obtained, and a largely residential College Las been built at a cost of soipe 
Rs. 2,50,000. This includes two largo blocks, with Library, I^ecture Rooms, 
Sc'ience Laboratories, etc., and in addition four Hostels ; there are already 
two bungalows on the site. The foundation stone was laid by His Excel- 
lency Lord Gos('hen towards the end of 1925 when the original name jof 
CM. College was changed to St. John’s College. The new buildings were 
opened by the Hon. Mr. Justice Devadoss in March of this v(ar. 
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Th.6 College exists primarily for tlie large CUristian community that has 
grown up round the woik of the C.M.S., JS.P.G., and other Missions in 
Tinnevelly and aeij[iihouring districts. It is, how'ever, oi)on freely to all 
communities. Up to th<i present the course of instruction has bec3xi 
limited to English, Tamil, Hht oiy and Logie; but the Collogo has iiovv 
been affiliated m Chemistry, rhysic® and Mathematics.

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(25) Pudukkoltiu^ Maharaja’s Coliege 

The institution has grown out of an Anglo-Vernacular School which 
was started at Pudukkottai in 1857 under the name of the Raja’s Free 
School for the education of the poor subjects of His Highness. In 1880 
students were, for the first time, sent up from the school for the Matricula- 
tion Examination, and it became a second-grade college in 1881. 

The college is maintained by the State and is under the manage- 
ment of the Darbar The teachers of the college are State servants subject 
to the usual rules regulating State service. 

A hostel attached to the college. Tt is situated close to the college 
in a healthy locality. 

The college has a library containing U',M)7 volumes and a 
reading-room supplied with fifteen English and fifteen Indian periodi- 
cals. A reading-room subscription of one rupee per annum is paid 
by every student of the coUege classes. There is a Sports Club conducted 
under the supervision of a Committee consisting of teachers and students, 
admission to which can be obtained by the payment of a very low fee. 
The playgrounds belonging to the college are spacious.

(27) Tellicherry^ Government Brennen College 

This institution was started in 18G2 as a free school with the 
endowment of Rs. 8,900 left by Mr. E. Brennen, Master Attendant of the 
'Tellicherry port. The school was amalgamated with the B. G. M. English 
School and was known as the B. G. M. Brennen English School. In 1868 
it was raised to the rank of a High School. In 1871 students were sent 
I up for the Matriculation Examination for the first time. The mission 
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having retired* from management in March 1872, the school was re-opened 
in June 1872» as a Government Zillah School. In 188;i the middle, and in 
1884 the high school, departments were transferred to the Municipality, 
The F.A. classes were opened in 1890. The institution with tlie College 
and School Pepartmeiits wus taken over un<ler the Government manage- 
ment on June 1. 1919. Tho fitafl has been considerably strengthened 
since. 

Provision is made for teaching Malayalam, Sanskrit and Urdu in Part 
II, and Mathematics, Physics, Glremistry, Modern History, Indian History, 
Logic, Malayalam, and Sanskrit in Part III.

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(29) Vaniyambadi, Islamiah College 

Thin institution was first opened as an Elementary School in 1902 
by some of the public-spirited merchants of Vaniyamhadi, who formed 
themselves ioto a Committee called the Vaniyambadi Muhammadan Edu- 
eational Society for the management of the School, just after the 
sittings of the All-India Muhammadan Educational Conference at Madras 
in December, 1901. The chief aim of the founders was to give the 
rising generation of Vaniyambadi, English education side by side with 
the religious, as they thought that Muhammadan boys could not have 
any teaching in religion if they were sent to Mission and Government 
Aohools directly. 

In course of time the merchant princes joined the movement and 
helped the Society both with their advice and money, and the Madrasa i- 
' Islamiah began its onward march towards a fuller destiny. First Form 
was opened on January 1, 1905. The Society was re istered on May 21, 
1905. The School was recognized as an Incomplete Secondary School on 
June 13, 1907, and on March 1, 1908, the Committee resolved that Hindu 
boys also may be admitted ; the institution became a complete High School 
on July 2, 1912, and the College was affiliated on January 20, 1921. 

Under Part IJ of the Kemodelled Intermediate course instruction will 
be given in Urdu and Tamil. 

Part HI.' ITndcr Group A instruction will be given in Mathematics, 
Physics and Chemistry. 

Under Group B Indian (instead of Ancient) History will be taught 
along with Logic and Modern History. 

Under Group C we do not propose to introduce any of the Subjects 
at present. 

There is a hostel attached to the college affording accommodation for 
fifty students ; no rent is charged for lodging and the average cost of 
boarding is Ks. 12 per month. 

The endowtid fund of the college invested in house properties is 
Rb. 80,000. 

Scholarships are awarded to poor and deserving students from the 
*Shamsul-Ulama* Scholarship Fund.

(30) Vellore, the Elizabeth R. Voorhees’ College 


The Elizabeth R. Voorhees College is the highest educational institii- 
idon of the American Arcot Mission. The college, affiliated in 1S08, is the 
outgrowth of a scl.ocl established by the Church of Scotland Mission m 
1868. In 1 902 Mr. Ralph Voorliees, an American, gave Rs. 75,000 for build- 
ings. With this money have been erected the Lower School building, 
the Hindu hostel accommodating forty-five students, and the Christian 
hostel accommodating eighty. Separate hostel accommodation is provided 
for Christian studeni/S in the Intermediate classes. 

Languages tausht under Part II of the Intermediate Examination are 
Tamil, Telugu, Urdu, and Sanskrit ; under Part 111 the subjects taught 
are Physics, Chemistry, Mathematics, Logie, Ancient Hist«»ry and Modem 
History. 

The college library contains about 1,200 volumes, and the high 
sehool library, containing 1,800, is also open to college students. 

There are liberal provisions for scholarships. In addition to the one 
or two Government scholarships awarded every year to Junior Inter- 
mediate students, the college maintains five scholarships in each class, 
one of the value of Rs. 00 annually, the others Rs. 45. Two scholarships 
in Madras Christian College, each of the value of Rs. 123 and tenable for 
two years, are also awarded each year to two of the students of the college 
who pass the Intermediate Examination, one for Christians, the other 
for Hindus.

INSTITUTIONS AFFILIATED IN THE DEGREE COURSES 
(31) Alwaye, The Union Christian College 

This institution is the result of a desire among some of the Christian 
denominations iu Travancore and Cochin for co-operation in educational 
work. It is managed by a Council, including among its members 
representatives from “ The Malankara Syrian Church”, “ The Mar Thoma 
Syrian Church” and “ The Anglican Church in Travancore and Cochin.” 

The College began work in June 1921, with the Junior Intermediate 
Class in Group iii, and was raised to the First Grade in July 1 923 in Groups 
(i), (iv), and (v-A) of the B.A. Degree c^ourse. Group i of the old Inter- 
mediate course was added in June I92h, and Natural Science in June 1027. 
In the re- modelled Intermediate courf^j, the College ofters instruction in 
Malayalam in Part II, and in Part III in the following Hubjects : — 

A. Physics, Chemistry, Mathematics and Natural Science. 

B. Ancient History, Modern History, Indian History and Logic

(33) St. Berchmaiis’ College, Changanacherry 

The St. Berchmans* High School, Changanacherry, owes its existence 
to the Rt. Rev. Dr. Charles Laviene, S.J., who was Vicar Apostolic of 
Kottayam from 1887 to 1896. It was started in 1891 as a High Schoo] 
with Matriculation and Pre-Matriculation classes anti with a strength of 
forty pupils on the rolls. Other classes were yearly opened and the strength 
gradually increased until in 1896 the school became a fully equipped 
English High School. 

HLs Lordship severed his connection with the diocese in 1896. 
Thereupon Dr. Mathew Ma'ril took up the management and did his 
utmost to liiiig up tlio .'‘Chool to the leved of efficiency required by 
the Government Grant-m-aid Code; and aftcr\^ard8 niiflor llio regime 
of His Lonlsbip Rt. Ilev. Dr. Thomas Kurialacborry the school w^as 
rHfse<l to a college. 

In May 1922, application was made to the [Jnive»'sity of Madras for 
affiliation to Group iii (History, Logic, Malayalam, Latin a;id Sanslcnt) 
of thci Intermediate Course and the Junior lulermodiate Class was opened 
m Jun(» 1922 with 118 students. In June 1925 the College was affiliated 
4n Groups i and ii. 

Prevision is made for imparting instruction in Sanskrit, Tjatin, Mala- 
yalam and Tam‘}l under Part II and (A) Mathernalicts, Physics,' Chemistry, 
and Natural Science, (B) Logic, Indian History, Anciemt History, 
Sanskrit and Malayalam under Part III of the remodelled intermediate 
Oourse. 

In June 1927 the College was fiirtlier affiliated in the B.A. Pass 
CouTpe m Mathematics, Botany and Zoo'oiy (both main). 

There is a good Library and large additions are being made every year. 

There are hostels (both Christian and l indu' for the accommotiation 
of College students. Literary Unions and Games Associations aie attached' 
to. the CollogM. 

The College is maintained from the Diocesan funds.

In 1807'^ students were, for 
the first time, sent up for the Matriculation Examination. The present 
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name of the institution was adopted in 1878 when students were sent 
up for the F. A. Examination of the University. In 1924, the College was 
raised to the First (irade. 

The college and its properties are in the hands of a Society called *’ The 
Educational Society, Tinnevelly,* registered under Act XXI of 1860 of the 
• Governor-General of India in Council. The entire management of the 
Society is vested in a Committee of seven members. The Principal is an 
ex-officio member of the Committee. Discipline and internal management 
are entirely in the hands of the Principal. 

The Colbgois at present affiliated in Groups (i) and (V«A) of the B.A, 
Degree Courses. Instruction is offered in Sanskrit, Tamil and Malayalam 
under Part IT, and Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, Ancient History, 
'Modern History, Indian History, Logic, Sanskrit, Tamil and Malayalam 
under Part III of the Intermediate Courses.

(48) Trichinopolyi Bishop Heber College 


Tn the year 17()2 a number of schools were founded in Trichinopoly by 
the Rev. C. F. iS(‘hwarfz with the generous assistance of H.H. the Nawah 
of the Carnatic. These sciioois were v^'sted in the Society for the 
Promotion of (.^liristian Knowledge and were subsequently handed over to 
the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in 1825. In 1850 a superior 
school was founded at Tonnur to which the smaller schools were affiliated. 
In 1864 it was trfinsforred to the Fort and raised to a high school in the 
same year, lii 1873 it was enlarged and raised to a second-grade college, 
and in 1883 to a first i/rade college. 

There is accommodation for Hindu and Muhammadan students in 
the college premises and a large hostel has also been built for them in 
the playgrounds which adjoin the college. 

At a little distance from the college there is a hostel for Christian 
students which boars the name of Bishop Montgomery and is intended 
principally for Christian students from Tinnevelly who are members of the 
Anglican branch of the Catholic (Church. 

A third hostel, the Caldwell Hostel, is intended for Hindu students from 
Malabar, with accommodation for about fift 3 ^

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(49) National College^ Tricbinopoiy 

The want having boon seriously felt in Tricbinopoiy of an educational 
institution manned by indigenous agency and conducted on national 
lines, the National High School was started in ISSfi by Messrs. 
G. Sesha lyengai’ and P. G Sundaresa Saslri. With a view to secure 
its permanence and steady growth, it was placed in IS92 under the 
-control of a council. It was originally located in rented buildings, and the 
present buildings of w'hich the foundation stone was laid by His 
Excellency Sir Arthur Havelock in 1808, were completed in 10i>4. Further 
additions were made by the generosity of the Hon’bls Mr. K, Vasudevaiy- 
angar, the Zemindar of IJdayarpalayam, and Mr. A. Sankariali. A new 
block called the “ Pethachi Buildings,” whose foundation stone was 
laid in 1921 by His Excellency Lord Willingdon, was completed in 

1923, and still another called the “ Diwan Bahadur Hara.iswami 
Chettiar Buildings ” has since been built. 

The institution was affiliated to the University of Madras in .March, 
1919, in Group hi of the Intermediate course with Sanskrit. Tamil and 
Malayalam as the selected laiignages. It was further affiliated in April 

1924, in Groups (iv), (v-A) and (v-B) of the B. A. Degree course. 'The 
following subjects are taught under tlic roui<)ii«dicd I iitcrmodiate 
courses : — 

Part 11 — ^Sanskrit, 'I’amil. 

Part 111— (i) Mathemath's, Ph\.sii s L'>gic ,* 

(ii) Indian History, Ancient or Modern History, Lojiic. 

The Hostel buildings who&e foundation stone was laid in 1912 by Sir 
P. S. Sivaswarai Aiyar, K.C.I.E., G.S.l., were occupied in 1919. The Hostel 
accommodates 78 members. 

The Library is named after its donor, the late Diwan Bahadur 
Pethachi Chettiar. It has coat about Bs. 15,000, — excluding the coUectioii 
of books oir History and Economics, presented by Mr. C. V.* Vijayaraghava- 
ehariar, and called the “Professor K, Sundraramier Library.” 

The College has an endoAved Fund of lit. l,02,f»00 most of whi( h is 
invested as a Fixed Dejmsit in the Trichinopfdy District Urban* Bank, Ltd. 

The College is open to students of all creeds and classes. There 
are a number of endowed scholarships, besides the several half*free 
scholarships and concessions awarded by the College to poor and de^r- 
Ting studetits. A special feature of the institution is the xnaantenaoce 
of a few free-boarders supported by the charitable bequest of the late 
Kantyur Krishna Ayyar. 

The College Council, registered in 1909 under the Charitable Societies 
Aet, consists at present of about 50 members,, and the Managing 
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Committee lias 1 2 mombf^rs, incIiulinG: the Principal, who is a member 
ex-offirio.

In 1889 the Rt. Rev. Dr. A. K. Medlycol, the newly i pointed ^’icar 
Apostolic of Trichur, started the St. Thomas’ Roardin*; School and 
it gradually de%’eloped into a high school. The institution n as recognized as 
A high school b\^ the Cochin Durbar and by the Urnversitj’ of Madras in 
August, 1904. The strength of the school continued to increase and in 
1918 it came up to 1,050. The need of a Second-grade College at Trichur 
was a long-felt one and as a first step an extension of the school buildings 
was undertaken. 

2. The Management is vested in a Council with the Rt. Rev. Dr, 
Francis VazhapiUy as President, the Rt, Rev. Mv: , M. Edacolatur as 
Secretary (and Manager) and the Principal and the Si nior Lecturer as 
representative'- of the Staff. The Roman Catholic; 5 i-ioese of Trichur 
and its resources are guarantee for the proper maintenance of the 
College. 

3. The College was affiliated in 1919 in the Intermediate course with 
Group iii. In 1922 Group i was added and in April 1925 the College was 
further affiliated in the B.A. course with Groups \ -A and B ( History 
and Soonomics), Group i (Mathematics) being added in 1926. In the 
Intermediate course provision has been made for Sanskrit and Malayalam 
as compulsory languages under Part II. Under Part TIT, the following

This institution was formed by the separation of the Arts and 
Soience I'k'partments of H. II. the IVfaharaja’s College, Trivandrum, in 
accordance with G.O., R.O.C. No. 395 of 23/Legi8. E., dated the 9th May 
1924, issued by the Government of H. H, the Maharaja of Travancore, 
It is accordingiy a continuation of the Arts side of the former Maha- 
raja’s College, which was founded in 1834 as IT.H. the Maharaja’s Free 
School with the object of providing education in English for the people 
of Travancore. The (College was opened on the 4th July 1924. 

The College prepares students for the Intermediate Examination in 
Arts in the subjects of Group iii, and for the Bachelor of Arts Degree 
courses in English, Sanskrit, Dravidian Languages (Malayalam and 
Tamil), Philosophy and History and Economics. The History and 
Economics Department was first L us tit n ted in 1901 and the Sanskrit and 
Dravidian Languages Depart meiP in 1914. The Honours Departments 
in English and in HisLu v and Economies, o|V>ned in H. H. the Maharaja’s 
College in 19H, have been transferre<l to this institution. 

The general administration of tin* Cidlege is vc*sh^d m the Principal 
subject to the general direction and control of the Director of Public 
Instruction and the Government of Travancore. 

The College provides instruction for the Intermediate and the R.A. 
Pass and Honours Degn¥> Examination of the University of Madras. 

In the roterni('<ii<tto course, provision is made for instruction in the 
following rtuhjects of Part HI-B - 

Ancient History, Modern History, T ml j an History, Logic, Sanskrit, 
Malayalam and Tamil. 

Sanskrit, Malayalam and Tamil are also taught as Second Language 

In the B.A. Pass Degree course, students are prepared at present for 
the following groups : — 

IV. Psychology, Ethics and Logic. 

V (Ah History, Economics and Politics. 

(A). vSaudkrit and Early Indian History. 

VI (C), Malayalam and Sanskrit (as a related subject). 

Instruction for the B.A. Honours Degree Examination and Post- 
Graduate work is provided in the following Branches : — 

V (A). History, Economics and Politics. 

Vn. English Language and Literature. 

The College Library contains about 18,375 volumes. Members of 
the staff of the College have access to the Libraries of the Training Ck>l]oge 
and of the Government Educational Bureau and Museum which is 
located in the Training College at'd is under the control of the Principal 
of that institution. The College is located in the same premises as the 
Training College. 

Bf. H. the Maharaja’s College Hostel (Warden, Mr. R. Srinivasaii 
M.A.) provides accommodation for about 100 students. There is a separate 
hostel for caste Hindu students of the Arts College, and it provides aocom- 
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modation for about 50 students. Tho Prin' ipal is Warden of Hostel. 
It is situated very close to the Arts College. Women students of the 
College are accommodated in a i*ocognis<id ^ Hostel maintained in the vici- 
nity of the College by tho Y.W.C.A. Other recognised Hostels exist for 
Protestant and Roman Catholic Chriatian students and for Musalman 
students. 

Women students are admitted only in the B.A. Class Groups iv and 
V'A and B.A. (Honours) Classes.

iScIioo!, with the object of providing education in English for the subjects 
of iris Highness. In 18b9 the standard of instruction was raised to that 
of the First Examination in Arts, and from that year students were also 
pre])>ired jbr the Bachelor of Arte Degree. In addition to English, 
SainUrit and Dravidian Languages, Courses in Philosophy* Mathematics, 
Chefuistrv, History and P]conomics, Ph 3 ^sics and Natural Science were 
succes'^ively introduced. In May 1024, it was decided to bifurcate the 
College into a College of Science and a College of Arts and remove the 
latter comprising the Departments of History and Economics, Sanskrit 
and Diavidian Languages and Honours Classes in English, and History 
and Economics to a new building in the Training College premises* leaving 
the other Departments in the old buildings under the name of “ H.H. The 
Maharaj i’s College of Science. ”

(53) Trivandrum, Maharaja’s College for Women 

This institution, originally a school for Christian girls, was taken over, 
reorgarnzed and opened to all castes by the Tr*avancore Government in 1804, 
froin which date it was known as the Sircar Girls’ School. It was 
recognized as a High School by the University of Madras in 1890. la 
1896 it was reorganized with an increased staff under the name of 
H. H. the Maharaja’s High School for Girls, and on the institution being 
affiliated as a second-grade college in January, 1897, the de-signation was 
changed to H. JI. the Maharaja’s College for Girls, Training classes for 
teachers were opened in January, 1904, and continued to be attached 
to the College till the end of 1920, when they were separated from the 
College and accommodated in a building of their own. In June, 1921, the 
High School also was separated from the College, and now the College works 
alone under its new name, H. H. the Maharaja’s College for Women. 
The present buildings were occupied in June 1923. 

The College is affiliated in all the Groups of the Intermediate 
Courses (I, IT and III). It was raised to First Grade from the beginning 
of the Academic, year 1928-29 and is further affiliated in Groups v (A) and 
vi (c) of the B.A. Pass course.

FACULTY OF AGRICULTURE 
(55) Agricultural CoUege> Coimbatore 

The Agricultural College at Coimbatore is the successor of the old 
School of Agriculture which wa^s attached to the Experimental Farm at 
Saidapet in 1876. By the opening of that school Madras led the way in 
the inauguration of Agricultural Education which has since been followed 
by other Provinces. Several changes were made in the Saidapet Collegi*, 
notably in 1886 when the Madras Technical Education Scheme came into 
force, and again in 1890 when teaching was confined to the course leading 
to the Diploma in Agriculture and the Director of Agriculture was given 
some voice in the management which had previously been in the hands of 
the Director of Public Instruction. From 1902 04 the whole future of 
Agricultural Education was considered in detail and it was decided to found 
an institution worthy of the prominent place Madras had always taken in 
this cause. Coimbatore was chosen as the site and the foundation-stone of 
the present College was laid in 1906 by His Excellency Sir Arthur Lawley 
who afterwards opened the building on July 14, 1909, one year after the 
first batch of students had bt‘en admitted. 

The College is a roudential institution, all students being required to 
live in tlie Hostel. It is very well equipped with class-rojms, laboratories 
and library ami possesses a farm of about 500 acres on which practical 
instruction is given. The courses, which have been varied to some extent 
in past years, have now been arranged as given below in view of the recent 
affiliation of the College to the Madras University and the institution of 
the University Degree of B.Sc. in Agriculture. 

The course extends over a period of throe ye vrs and leads up to the 
Degree of* Bachelor of Science (Agriculture) of the Madras University. 
Candidates m ist have passed completely the Intermediate in Arts and 
Science Examination of the Madras University and should be qualified in 
Group i or ii thereof. The last date for the receipt of entrance appli- 
cations is June 15, and students assemble on July 1. 

Tuition is free to all students from the Madras Presidency and Coorg 
and the Hostel boarding expenses are very moderate. Six scholarships 
of the value of Rs. 25 per mensem are offered by Government to studenti 
entering the Degree Course and these are awarded as follows: — (1) Two* 
■oholarships to students from the Depressed classes, (2) one scholarship to a 
deserving Muhammadan student, (3) two scholarships to poor and deserving 
students, irrespective of the community to which they belong, provide^ 
that they come from families actually engaged in Agriculture, (4) one 
scholarship to the best student of the first year class, the scholarship being

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given at the /commencement of his second vmi. A private scholarship, 
‘The Pentland Scholarship’ of the value of Ks. lir» per year, tenable for 
up to three years, may be avvardc'd to a first year student from British 
Malabar of decided ability, especially if he requires financial assistance. 
Various prizes are awarded annually, particulars of which will be found 
in the College Calendar. 

There are at preient 41 students in class I, 40 in class II and 42 in 
olass 111.

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FACULTY OF TEACHING 
(56) Trivandrum, IVaining College 

{Affiliated in 1910) 

The Government Normal School was founded in 1895. The present 
institution took over the work of the Normal School and was opened as 
the Trivandrum Traininj^ Collosre for Teachers on J une 19, 1911. 

Graduates are prepared for the L.T. Examination of the Madras 
University. Undergraduates, in which class are included those who 
have passed the Intermediate Examination of the Madras University 
or the Secondary School leaving Certificate Examination of the Madras 
Government or of a Native State of Southern India. Avho are eligible for 
service as teachers in the State, are trained as teaj hers for the Third 
Form Middle Schools of Travancore. 

Graduates and undergraduates undergo training during one year. 

The strength of the L.T. and undergraduate section is fixed at fifty 
each, and ton places in each are reserved for women students. 

The strength of the College during the current Academic year is given 
below ; —

Sttipends . — Teachers from Departmental Schools are treated, when 
under traim'ng, cts on deputation and given their substantive pay. All 
teachers sent for training from departmental schools are bound to serve 
the Travancore Government for a i>eriod of at least five years after their 
period of training. Teachers from recognized private schools in Travan- 
(‘ore or from the Cochin State are admitted for training on payment of 
full fees. If the Manager of a recognized school in Travancore sends a 
teacher for training and pays him a monthly stipend, he can draw grant 
equal to one-half of the stipend actually paid by him, subject to a 
maximum of Rs. 25 per mensem in the case of each graduate and 
Rs. 12-8-0 per mensem in the case of each non-graduate. 

# 

There is attached to the College a library containing about 0,181 books 
of educational and general interest. The students and tha staff of the 
ooUege have the use of the Educational Buieau and Museum, of which 
the Principal is ex-officio the Head. It has a Librarian, who is a B.A. 
L.T., and contains over 15,000 books, which are lent to bona-fide 
teachers in the htate. 

A Hostel for 32 students has been opened with the Principal as 
"Warden ex-officio and a Lecturer as Deputy Warden. ’ 
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The Stiaatv abdapuTthy Gold Medal founded in honf)r of the 60th 
birthday of H.H. the late Mahaiaja of Travancore is g ven every year 
to the student of the college who obtains the highest number of marks 
in the L.T. examination.

FACULTY OF LAW 
(57) Trivandrum Maharaja’s Law College 

In 1894 the Trivandnim Law class, which was opened in 1875 and 
affiliated to the University, was raised to the status of a college^ It is 
intended to afford inslriiction to students preparing fur the M.L. and 
B.L. Degnje Examinations of the Madras University and the Ploadership, 
Civil and Criminal Special TW/S, and «acli other examinations in Law as 
have lieen or may hereafter be instituted by the Travancore Govern- 
•ment. In June, 1902, the old rules regulating the constitution and 
working of the Law CoUege were revised by His Highness the Maharaja's 
Government by which the general management of the college was vested 
in the Principal subject to the control of the De wan, the Law College 
ronncil being thus abolished. In January, 1909, a slight modification wa§ 
made by placing the I>aw College under the Director of Public Instruction. 
Th IS arrangement was subsequently altered when in ApTil, 1910, it waa 
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finally placed under the control of the High Court. The Law College, 
it may be noted, is the only self-supporting cducationni institution in 
Travancore. The rules of the Madras Law College have, with very slight 
alterations, been adopted in the institution. The curriculum for B.I.. 
students is that laid down by the University regulations.

Three prizes are awarded annually. The ‘Cullen Prize’ of Rs. 50 to the 
Travancore student who passes highest in the M.L. Examination, and if 
there are no M.L. *3 to the student who passes highest at the B.L. 
Examination ; the ‘Sadasivan Pillai Law Prize’ of Rs. 40 to the student who, 
being a subject of His Highness the Mahara ja of Travancore, passes highest 
at the examination for the degree of Ma.>.ter of Laws or Bachelor of Lawa 
of the University, and who does not get the Cullen Law Prize, preference 
being given to the candidate who passes the M.L. Degree Examination 
when there are both B.L. and IM.L. candidates in the same year, and ‘Mr. 
Justice Muthiinayagam Memorial Prize ’ of books for the amount accruing 
as interest from the fund, awarded annually to the first year student of the 
Trivandrum Law College, who, appearing for theF.L. examination of 1 he 
Madras University held immediately after the completion by him of the 
F.L. course, passes highest in that examination from the College. 

There are at present about 2,700 volumes in the library. The 
Government have sanctioned an annual grant of Rs. 2,500 for the library.

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ORIENTAL TITLES INSTITUTIONS 


(1) Chidambaram, Navalar’s Tamil College 

This Institution was loundod in the year 1864 under the name of 
*‘Saiva Prakasa Vidya^sala ” by the famous Tamil scholar and philan- 
throphist of Jaffna, Arumiikha Navalar, with the object of giving instruc- 
tion in Tamil Literature and Saiva Philosophy and was maintained at the 
outset with the aid of some private clonations and latterly solely from the 
sale proceeds of the Tamil Publications of the founder. 

Some 12 years ago the Primary Department of the Institution was 
organized in accordance with the Rules of the Educational Department 
and began to receive aid from public funds. In the year 1920 Sanskrit 
learning was also added along with the other subjects by the kind permis- 
sion of the Departmental Authorities, and the Elementary Section by the 
name ‘ Saiva Prakasa Vidyasala’ is maintaining a high level of efficiency 
in Tamil along \irnth the other subjects so as to help the Advanced course 
ot this Institution. 

In March 191o it was raised to a college and since tJuui students are 
being trained for the Vidwan Examination Avith Tamil and Sanskrit as 
co-ordinate languages. It has been at present affiliated to the UinA^ersity 
of Madras in the Vidwan group with Tamilas the main language and 
Sanskrit as subsidiary language with effect from July |923. 

Below the college course of fouryeais’ study there is also an ailvanced 
course attached to the college. Besides the Sanskrit subjects the pupils 
receive instruction in Advanced Tamil Grammar, Higher works of Tamil 
Literature, Composition, Saiva Philosophy and Thevarara so as to compre- 
hend most of the higher works ox Tamil Liter at ne. This groumlinir in 
Higher Tamil along with Sanskrit is imparled only in this Instituticm in 
order to fulfil the object of the foiinde —Arumiikha Navalar. It pro- 
vides instruetion for the Entranee Te.>t to Vidwa i < 'Ourse (Tamil-Main) 
Examination. 

In the Collt‘ge department instruction is given in Tamil and Sanskrit 
Literature' and students are being trained for the Vidwan Examination 
(with Tamil as the main language and Sanskrit as subsidiary language) 
under the Oriental Titles Examination Scheme. 

Instruction is free and some scholarships are given in the College 
department by the Management under the name of Navalar'# Scholarships. 
The Institution as a whole is now maintained from the proceeds of the 
landed property aided by two annual grants from public funds. 

The college is accommodated in a largo and spacious building of its 
own constructed in the year 1910 at a coat of more than Rs. J 8,000 
and it is provided with an endowment of Its. 16,000 which fetches an annual 
income of about Rs. 6(Kt The Library of the College contains 7'amil, 
Sanskrit and English books and soii^e manuscripts.

History , — ^The institution was founded on the 10th of June 1917 — 
thanks to the untiring energy and disinterested earnestness of 
Mr. S. V. Ramamurthy* the late Sub* Divisional Officer of Sherma> 

devi, to whose eiforts the institution owes its present position. At the* 
beginning it was under the management of the Sbermadevi Taluk Board, 
the publiti of Kallidaikuruchi helping the Board with decent contributions. 
Finaing it impossible to meet the expenses of the College, the Board 
refused to maintain the institution. So on the 1st of May, 1910, a 
committee of nine members, mostly belonging to the village of Kallidai* 
kuruchi, took up the management of the College. Conseituent upon the 
refusal of the Board the College was named ‘ The V. D. S. Sanskrit College^ 
which, under the Board’s management, went by the name of ‘ The Board 
Sanskrit College.* 

Bmldintj , — The College is now situated in a terraced building built 
of stone on the right bank of the river Thamraparni opposite to the 
bathing ghat, Ambasamudram. The building with its site is with tho 
mahajanas of Kallidaikuruchi and is given free for Sanskrit learning. The 
site of the building is bounded on the south and west by paddy fields, by 
a mango grove on the east and the river on the north. 

Education , — The College imparts instruction in the higher branches 
of Sanskrit learning, viz,, in Veda and Vyakarana, Branches i and iv. 
Mitnamsa and Vyakarana of the Siromani Course of examination for 
Oriental Titles have been approved by the Univer. ity of Madras in 
Novembi^r, 1910. '.rhe present strength of the College ii about sixty -tl reo 
made up of 12 in the College, 29 in the High School, and 22 in the 
Elementary. The novel feature of the College is that education is free — 
not to speak of free boarding and lodijiiiir. 


Boarding , — About six students are free boarders and a building has 
been rented for their lodging. 


Scholarships , — Government award scholarships annually to deserving 
■tudent.s judged by the results of the annual examination according to 
the following scale, viz,. Us. 10 in the fourth year class, Rs. 9 in the third 
year class, R.s. 8 in the second year class, Rs. 7 in the first year class, 
and Its. 2 and Rs. in the High School department. 


Library, — Tliere is a library consisting of various sections containing in 
all 5()4 volumes which is every year growing in size. Attacked to the College 
there is a debating society by name ‘Samskrutba Vani Samvardhin* 
Sabha’ for the pupils which holds its meetings twice in a mouth. Tb© 
Sabha is supplied with journals and dailies in !8anskrit and Tamil main^ 
tained out of subscriptions from the staff and students. 

Fintinre , — -The College is financed both by the Managing Committee and 
the Government, The main portion is contributed by the Correspondent.

This institution ‘^•ame into existem e on the advice of thelito V( ry 
much rc\ered Srimat Bl.uvaneiidia Thirtlia Sw um of Ka^i Mutt and 
was made possil le by the liberal endowments let! by Kekknndur Anantha 
Padmanal ha Kamath foi spreading Sanskrit Education in Karka). In its 
infancy the school could boast of having prodiued famous Pandits and 
Astrologers, but sub.^eqiiently owing to the inroad oMVeatein thoughts 
and ideas, the importance of Sanskrit education was nut so deeply felt and 
the institution dragged on a slumbering existence for st)inc more years. 
Lately with tlie change in the methods of teaching as well a.s in the 
subjects taught, by which English and other siibjeits were intrcjduocd in 
the rvllahus, the school has keen once again established on modern lines 
and tills useful combination of Eastern and Western methods of teaching 
continue to be a source of attraction and utility. 

With the institution of the Oriental Titles Examination of th 
Madras University, the school attained a still higher status and classes 
we’ e gradually opened for the instruction of the studcntal ahighi r Sanskrit 
studies. 

The Maha’. idyalaya is at pre.sont located in the ' ommodious Hall 
erecU'd in the spa* ions grounds of Sri S’inivas Ashram, Kft-rkal. 'Jhie 
Colh students reside in the A-shram itself, whore their hoaioinji; and 
lodging arraignments are < arefiilly looked after by the 8uj)crint€*ncif nt 
of the Ashram. Great stress 's laid on the daily duties of the Biahma- 
ehiiios in the Ashram and in this respect the Ancient Hindu ld(*jil is 
followed with advantage. 

The management of the Vidyalaya vests in M.R.By. K. Subraya 
Kamath AvL, the son of the original donor. Mr. K. P. Kamath, vr.A. 
/Hons.) L.T. n.L., is the Honorary Principal and Correspondent of the’ 
Institution. 
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Attached to the college there is an Ayurvedic Dispensary under an 
.able phy'jioiari well-versed in the Ayurvedic system of medteine. The 
Preparation D^oa^ttn^it of the Avtirvedic Di^pe isw-y p-ovid^s facilitleB 
for the Pra -tical Trai ling of such boys as wo ild like to take up the 
Subject of Ay irved i which will be shortly introd iced in the college 
ourriculiim. Spinning, weaving and tailoring have be m introduced and 
carpentry and smithy will be introluced funds permit. The vast 
plot^ in front and b^'liind the co lege hall have b»en levelled down for 
Agricult ira! and flirticiiltural p irp )a3S. In^trn tion in these branches is 
also impart »d. Tv^oo-witng also has been mtrodi'"ed. The ideal before 
the management is to train up the boys to grow spiritually, morally, 
physically and intellectually strong and to help them to carve out an 
independent and honourable career for themselves. 

The collige is at present approved by the University for the Sahitya 
Siromini BrarduH Jvo’isha and Ayu veda. Edu lation has been made 
free in all cl isscs. There is a public library attached to the college and 
it contains 3,652 volumes.

The institution was founded in February, 190(>, by the late Hon’ bio 
Mr, V. Krishnaswami Aiyar, B.A.. B.L.« C.S. I., who was for some time 
Judge of the Higli Court of /udicaturc at Madras and later a member of 
the Executive Council of His Excellency the Governor of Madras. 

The institution imparts instruction in the higher branches of 
Sanskrit learning. Veda and V^edanta and is approved by tlie University 
of Madras in Branches I, II and V (Mimamsn, Vedanta Adwaita and 
Sahitya) of the Siromani Cour.se and the examination for Oriental 'ntles. 

Students receiving instiuctiou in tlie institution number thirty and 
no fee is levied from them. 

The management of tlie institution is in the Jiarids of a Committee 
cooBisting of five members. Sir P. 8. Sivaswami Aiyar AvI., B.A., B.L., 
K.CLS.L, C.I.E., being the President. 

The college has a capital of Ks. 87,000 of which a sum of Hs. o0,000 
is the endowment made by the founder, ICs. 5,000 by the Hon. Sir 
C. P. Ramaswami Ai^'ar AvI.. B.A,. B. L., ('.I. E., and Rs. 20,000 by the 
late Mr. S. A. Swaminatha Sastrial. B.A., B. L. 

These amounts are invested on mortgage of immoveable property. 
The expenses of the college are met from the interest on the capital and 
fiom the grant which the Government annually make. 

A hostel called the “ Balambal Hostel ” is attach(*d to tlie college and 
the expenses are met from the interest on the above-mentioned capital. 
Twenty- nine students are fed in the hostel free of charge. One student 
ia given monthly stipend. One is self-supporting.

(8) Madurai Rameswaram Devasthanam Patasala 

This institution was started in September, 1915, under a scheme 
sanctioned by the High Court of Judicature, Madras, in their order, dated 
30th April, 1915, on Appeal Suit No. 31 of 1912. The object is preserve 
the ancient Sastraic learning and to train pMidits for the profession of 

E urohits and priests. It is also intended to give instruction in Agama 
astra to Archakas and to equip the pandits with a knowledge parti- 
cularly of the mantras relating to domestic ceremonies. The institution 
is being maintained and conducted in accordance with the ideals and 
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craditioiis propounded by tiie ancient Hindu Law-givors. It is practicaily 
a Guriikula providing free meals and accommodation to the poor and 
deserving scholars possessing aptitude for the study of Sanskrit. Instruc- 
tion is given also in English and Tamil, so as to make the j)roducts of 
the Patasala useful citizens and competent preachers to expound the 
principles underlying the various stages of Hindu religion as well as the 
ideals under which the templo-worship came into existence and considered 
as an essential feature of Hindu religion. Tamil is the inedinm of 
in struction in tJie lower classes find Sanskrit in the advanced sections. 

It is maintained from an annual contribution of Hs. 12,000 from the 
itameswaram Davasthanam revenues sanctioned by the Subordinate 
Court of Ramnarl. The institution is conducted by a stall of pandits 
with a Master or Bachelor of Arts in Sanskrit as Principal under the 
guidance of an Advisory Board of three learned gentlemen appointed by 
the Subordinate Court of Rarnuad. The general management is vested 
under the scheme in a Committee of five gentlemen emnowered to 
administer the Rameswararn Devsusthanam revenues and to control its 
affairs. 


The special feature of the Patasala consists in the ])crforrnanec of 
Samidadhana after Sandhya both in the mornings and evenings and of 
Suryanamaskarain in addition to religious instruction. 

Library , — There aie at 1,289 printed books and 413 

manuscripts. 


Literary Association , — There is a students’ association known as 
Satsabha, where specialists are invited now and then to deliver lectures 
on Vedic and classical subjects. 


The institution has been approved by the University of Madras for 
Branch IV- Vyakarana, Branch V~S ihitya, and Vidwan ('rarnil and Sans- 
krit). All facilities are given to scholars desiring to undergo a complete 
course in accordance with the ancient method in Vyakarana and Tarka. 
All the Sastra students are also being trained in the art of teaching the 
elementary portions of their respective subjects for the low(‘r classes under 
the supervision of the respective professors. M.R.Ry. T. C. Srini\asa 
Aiyausraf’ Avl , B. \„ B.L. and M.R-Ry. Rao Bahadur Khajana \'<o\koba 
Rao Avl. and M. B.Ry. A. Lakshminarayana Aiyar A\l., B.A. B.L., have 
provided an endowment for holding special classes in Yajur and Rik 
and Sama V^'edas as optional subjects and the Trustees of Yateendrooloo 
Ohettiar’s Charities have sanctioned the institution of special classes 
in Prabandham (with meaning) for Sri Vaishnava students.

(13) Sree Ubhaya Vedanta Vardhani College 
or 

The Sanskrit College^ Sriperumbudur 

l. This institution wa- founded in the year 1890 by one Sriman 
Bellamkonda Raghavacharlii, and it was recognised as a school by the 
Director of Public Tnstruotion, Madras, in the year 1891. As the very 
name of the institution signifies, it was fo -nded with a view to the 
advancement of Learning through the two channels provided for the 
purpose, namely, first, the knowledge of the Sanskrit Vedanta and second, 
that of the Tamil Vedanta or Dravidopanishud as it is called. The 
essence of the Sanskrit Vedanta Phil osophy b in g altogether inaccessible 
to the mass, its spirit was revealed and communicated to the world 
through the medium of Tamil by the giant intellects who flourished in 
South India in the course of the last fihy centuries and more at a time 
when the centre of civilisation in India drified its course from the north 
to the south. The great Sat ago pa Muni or Nammalwar, as he is known 
in Tamil, saw the light of i\lwar Tiruiiagari, Tmnevelly District, fifty 
centuries back and sang the whole Veda in Tamil, the Tiruvaimoli being 
the very essence of the Sam Veda. It is evident the founder of the 
Institution aimed at nothing but the propagation (;f sound education by 
providing means for all-round culture at a place of historic interest, the 
birth-place of the World -Educator, Sri Ramanuja, whose ardent followers 
show in their lives the combination of rarest virtues reduced into 
practice and built on the firm foundation of plain living and high 
thinking^ 

' 2 , This institution imparts instruction in the higher branches of 
Sanskrit learning. At present there are three courses, one for Nyaya, 
another for Vyakama, and the other for Vedanta. There are also classes 
which prepare students for the collegiate course with suitable provision for 
Sanskrit studies and general subjects besides classes for Prabandham, 

There is a Literary Seoioty in which the stvulorits ari<l Pandits freely 
lake part very often ; it goes by the name of “ (leerv^ana Vani-Sanjeevhii 
Sabah. ” 

3. This ocUego has been approved by the University of Madras to 
impart instruction in Nyaya and Vyakama of the Siromani Course of the 
«.xamination for Oriental Titles. This year 2 students, were presented for 
Vyakama Siromani Final lixamiiiation a; d ' oUi of them got through th^ 
Examination, one in the 2nd class at?d the other in the 3rd class, only one 
oot of two came out suco.^ssful in th3 Vyakama Sir >mani Preliminary 
i xamination. 

4. The College is provided with a fine building located at Moolaman> 
tapa Street, Sriperumbudur, with the temples and Embar Jeer Mattam 
•on the northern side and the paddy fields on the southern side. 

The late M.R.Ry. Singam Chetty Yathoendrulu Chetty Garu had 
provided the institution with suitable buildings both for the College and 
the Hostel attached to it. 

He hfvd also provided in his will for payment of Rs. 1 ,000 per annum 
for the upkeep of the institution. The present Trustees contribute 12-8-0 
per mensem to maintain one student in the Hostel. 
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5 . Besides free instruction, provision is made for free boarding for 10 
students and free lodging for an equal number. About 12 students 
are given monthly stipends from the College Funds and there are four 
scholarships from the Government of Rs. 2i in alt. 

0. The library consists of more than 820 volumes of valuable standard 
works in Sanskrit, Telugu and Tamil. 

7. The management of the institution is in the hands of a Committee 

consisting of ten members, Mr. P. Rajamannar Chetty Cam, being the 
President aud Bwha lur llaJUiaiiadham Chetty Gar u, the <-on'e. 

spondent and Se(5retary. 

8. The College has a oapital of Ra. 13,000, invested in Government 
Pro-notes. During the year the late Maharaja of Bohbili made a d *ua- 
tion of (Rupees ton thousand) invented in tiovernment Bonds. The* 
exjjenses of the College are met from the interest on G.P. Notes and from 
annual donations and subscriptions collected from benevolent charities and 
private gentlemen. The annual grant given by the Government at 
present is Rs. 1 ,250.

Tbifl institution is at present under the management of the District 
Boaixl, Tanjore, maintaiiied from the endo\^ments undei Chairam Funds, 
it had its origin in the several Patasalas and Vedh classes that once lay 
scattered in the ChatraiKS at Orattanad, Nidamangalam, Kajamadam, 
Mimisai and Vilangulam. I'hese were established by the benevolent Rajas 
of Tanjore, chiefly in memcry of the several pious Ranees of the family 
and were in existence for a long time where pupils belonging to poor 
families were fed, clothed, and educated gratuitously in accordance with 
the ancient ideals and traditions regarding Aimadana and Vidyadana. 

In the year 1877 these institutions were consolidated into one, and 
it was located at Orattanad, the then important centre, f’hroe years later, 
for convenience sake, it was shifted to I'inivadi. Then the school was 
divided into four classes beginning with the most elementary one. Gradually 
it grew up into an advam ed Sanskrit school and in the year 1910 a whole- 
sale reorganization w^'s cflectcd, by which the status of the institution 
was raised to that of an Oiiental College. It is at ])resent ap])rovcd by 
the Madras University in Branch I (Mimnmsa Siiomani), JJI (Nyaya 
Siromani), IV (Vyakarana Sironiani), V’ (Sahitya iSiromani). Vidvan with 
iSaoskrit and l amil, the Vidvan course with Tamil as Principal and Sanskrit 
as subsidiary, and in th(' Inmil alone Vidvan. 

Over and above these, the college provides for the two years* couise 
of studies for Ceitificates of Proficiency in modem methods of study as 
applied to Oriental Learning in the optional gionp Indo-Kuropean- 
Philology with special icfcrcnec to Sanskrit. Ihc iiistitutiou is also 
af f ed for the fo'icwing groups of Profi{ iency - 

(. Litei ary criticism, 

ii. Indian Philosophy in its relation to the Western Phi!osoi)hy. 

iv. Hindu Law and Jcrisprudeiu e. 

There is also a high school eouise of six years preparing students 
for the Govemnic nt Sanskrit and the University T« mil Entrance Exa- 
minatioPB. 

The college is open to all caste Hindus, 

At present there is piuvision for 160 free boarders and twenty free 
•cholars. Paying students may ho admittcci to any number without 
over crowding the classes. 

Attached to the college there is a free hostel and boarding house 
under the charge of a Boarding Superintendent. The Sub- Assistant 
Surgeon of the Local Dispensary is looking after the health of the boarders 
and the sanitation of the hostel. The college with the hoarding house is 
situated in a palatial building of its own. on the northern bank of the 
river Cauvery. 

Pupils admitted as free boarders and free scholars bind themselvci 
that under ordinary circumstances they will continue their studies here 
till they appear for the Oriental Titles Examination. 

There is a library consisting of various sections containing in all 2,000 
volumes which is every year growing in size, to meet the demands of a 
first-grade Oriental College. 
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Attached to the college there is a Literary Society, Vidyavikasin 
Sabha, and also a roadmo: room, supplied with the important journals, 
periodical, and dailies in Rnglisli, Sanskrit, Tamd, Malayalam and 
Kanarose maintained out of subscriptions from the students.

Statute and Decree relating to Affiliated, Colonial, 

Indian, and Foreign Students 

Statute 

Whefeas it is expedient to amend Stott, Tit. 11. Sectt. VI, Vlll 
and IX, relating to A [filiated. Colonial, Indian, and Foreign Students, so as 

(1) to prescribe that no course .'thall t'v. approved as a qualification for 
the status of Junior Student unless it has included the study of two languages 
other fhati English, of which either Latin or Greek or {in the case of an 
Indoiri Student) either French or a Classical Oriental language must be 
one : 

(2) to prescribe that no Junior Stiidf'tit shall be allowed to proceed to the 
degree of B.A. unless he has taken Honours either in the First or the Second 
Public Examination ; 

(*'.) to discontinue the privilege of a person who is qualified to become 
a Junior Student of becoming a candidate, before matriculation, in c^ain 
Examinaiions of the University ; 

[4) to assimilate the procedure In regard to Ginior Students b* that 
prescribed for Senior Students , 

(5) to reduce from nine terms- to six the minimum residence required 
from Senior Students who are overstandhuj for Honours and who avail 
themselves of the provisions of Statt. Tit. VI. Sect. 1. Z>. § 3. c/. 17 ; 

((j) to extend the privilege referred to in (5), and also the privilege of the 
* agiotatj to Junior Students ; 

The University enacts as follows; — 

In Stott. Tit. II, Sections VI, Vlll, and IX (pp. 22-25, 28-32, 33-36 
shall be struck out, and tho following Sections shall be substituted : — 

Section VI. — On Colonial and Foreign Universities 
AND OK Universities within the United Kingdom 
“Section VITL — On Indtan Universities 

1. Any Student of an Indian Uaivci . dy who shall have pursued at that 
University a course of study jirescribc I it and extending over two years 
at the least, and shall have obtained the Degree of llachelor of Arts or 
Bachelor of Science at that University, may be admitted to the status and 
privileges of a Junior Student, provided that such Degree and such Uni* 
veraity shall have been approved by the Hebdomadal Council. No 
Degree shall bo approved for tho purposes of this clause which does not 
include the study of English and in addition of two of the following 
languages, T at in, Greek, French, German, Sanskrit, Arabic, Persian, Pali, 
Classical C/l*incsr, of which two either Latin or Greek or French or German

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2, Any SUident of an Indian Univtn'sity who shall have pursued at that 
University a course of sbiidv prescribed by it and extending over three 
years at the least, and shall have obtained at that University a Degree 
with first or second class Honours, may he admitted to the status and 
privileges of a Senior »Student, provided that such Degree and such Uni- 
versity shall have been approved, for the purpose of this clause, by the

3. The status and privileges of a Junior Student shall be as fol-

No Junior Student shall be entitled to supplicate for the Degree 
of Bachelor of Arts unless he shall have satisfied the provisions of this 
sub-clause. 

4. The status and privileges of a .Senior Student shall be as follows : — 

(а) The Term in which ho is matriculated shall be reckoned (or 
the purposes of any provisions respecting the standing of members of the 
University, as the fourth Term from his matriculation. 

(б) A Senior Student shall not bo required to pass Responsions of 
any part of the First Public Examination or any Preliminary or Previous 
Examination of the Second Public examination. 

(c) A Senior .Student shall be entitled to supplicate for the Degree 
of Bachelor of Arts if he shall have kept statutable resilience for six 
Terms, and either (i) shall have obtained a place, or his name shall hare 
been placed as segrotat, in the Class List of an Honour School of the 
Seoona Public Examination ; or (ii) shall have satisfied the provisions of 
Statt. Tit. VI. Sect. 1. D. § 3. cl. 17. 

No Senior Student shall be entitled to supplicate for the Degree of 
Bachelor of Arts unless he shall have satisfied the provisions of this 
enb’clause. 

5. Any parson who desiree to becs^me a Senior or Junior Stadent 
, onder the provisions of this Statute shall send his application through 

an officer of a College or Hall or of the Delegacy of Non-Collegiate 
Stadents, or of the Society of Oxford Home -Students, to the Registrar of 
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the Univernly for aubmipsion to tho HcbuomaHal Cc uncll, and shall at the 
sami* tin»e produce all necessary certificates and iniorination in support of 
his application. If the application is granted, he shall pay to the 
University C'hest, through the Assistant Registrar, an admission fee either 
of five pounds if he register as a Senior Student, or of two pounds ten 
shillings if he register as a Junior Student. If at the time when the 
application is granted he has not yet been matriculated, this fee shall be 
paid within fourteen days of matriculation ; if he has been matriculated, 
it shall be paid within fourteen days from the date of the granting of the 
application. Any person who makes his application later than four 
we jks after his matriculation shall pay, it his application is granted, an 
additional fee of one pound. 

6. Any person who has been granted permission to be admitted ae 
a Senior or Junior Student, and who does not pay the required fee within 
the time prescribed in the preceding clause, shall on admission pay an 
additional fee of one yiound. Tf he fails to pay the required foe before 
the Saturday in the eighth week of tlie Full Term next following that in 
which ho w*is granted permission to be admitted as a Senior Student or 
was matriculat<jd, w'hiohever fiappened later, the grant shall lapse, and 
shali not be rea<‘vvable without the consent of Convocation. 

7. A Junior Student who has ])asaed an Examination or bJxaminations 
of his University in which he has sliown a knowledge of the Greek 
Language approved by the Hebdomadal Council as sufficient, shall be 
exempt from the provisions of Statt. Tit. VT. Sect. 1. A. § 2. cl. 7. 
Provided that he shall have made application to the Hebdomadal Council 
for such approval before the end of the Term next following that in 
which ho has been matriculated, and that if the approval has been given 
he shall have paid to the Univeisity Chest, through the Assistant 
Registrar, a registration fee of one pound. If the Junior Student fails 
to make his application within the named period, or if he fails to pay the 
registration fee within fourteen days from the day on which the approval 
of the Hebdomadal Council was notified to him, he shall in either case pay 
an additional fee of one pound. 

8. The Assistant Registrar shall have power to make and vary from 
time to time regulations for the admission of qualified persons to the status 
of a Junior or Senior Student, provided that all such regulations and any 
variation in them shall be submitted to the Vice-Chancellor and Proctors 
for approval. 

9. It shall he the duty of the Assistant Registrar to keep a sufficient 
record of the members of the University who have the status and 
privileges of a Junior or Senior Student respectively, and to see that no 
person is admitted to any of the privileges of a Junior or Senior Student 
who has hot satisfied the conditions of this section.” 

Dbcrbs 

That until December 1st, 1923, any person who, under any Statute 
or Decree which was in force on October 10, 1921, was entitled to claim 
the status and privileges of a Colonial, Indian or Foreign Junioi Student, 
or of an Affiliated Junior Student from a University within the United 
Kingdom, be peimitted to do so, notwithstanding the provisions of Statute 
Tit. II. Sect. VI and Sect. VIII.

UNIVERSITY OF OXFORD 

The Secretary to the Delegacy for Oriental Students at Oxford has 
asked that the attention of applicants for admission to Oxford should be 
drawn to the following : — 

Full particulars in the prescribed form are required and these 
must reach Oxford before the end of March in order to secure consideration 
for admission in October of the same year. 

On the 31st March the list of applications for consideration is closed, 
and it is from this list that Colleges and the Delegacy for N^on-Collegiate 
students choose the Oriental Students whom they are prepared to take 
(other than probationers for Government services and Government 
Scholars). 

Late applications can be accepted only from men with high quaii* 
fications for research degree*?. 

No application can bo favourably considered that do(‘«; n in* hide all 
the information necessary to enable a decision to be made. 

'fhe present Statutes give 

(a) Senior Standing only to those who have obtained a good 

degree with honours, to be apjiroved by the Ffehdomadal 
Council, 

(b) Junior Standing only to those who have obtained a B.A. or 

B.Sc. Degree approved by the Hebdomadal Council, with 
the important proviso that no degree will be approved for 
this purpose which does not include the study of Knglish and 
in addition, of two of the following languages, Latin, Greek, 
French, German, Sanskrit, Arabic, Persian, Pali, (Jassical 
Chinese, of which either Latin or Grot*k f)r French or (jlcrman 
shall be one. 

Experience has shown that students from India rarely take these 
languages, and tlie results of the new Statutes will probably be that a large 
majority will have to pass Responsions or an equivalent examination, 
Eren Junior students must expect to stay for thiec years, because for 
every Final Honour School there is a preliminary which will take up all or 
almost all the first year. In this connection candidates for Jurisprudence 
should be carefully warned that a previous knowledge of Latin is essential, 
as is French or German for all other Schools. 

In these circumstances applicants are urged to pass some examftiation 
exempting them from Responsions before they leave India. There are 
already facilities for taking the Cambridge Senior Local Examination but 
in order to got exemption from liesponsions, the certificate taken must 
.include t^o languages “ with credit” (other than English) of which either 
Latin or Greek shall be one.

•ay that the Convocation of the University of Oxfor.l, held on the ‘2sth 
October, added a now clause t » exemptions from Respoasions as follow' • - 

“ Any pei:son who has obtained the Degree of Bachelor of 
• Arts or Bachelor of Science at an Indian University approved 
by the Hobiloraadal Council, provided that his course at 
an Indian University included the study of English and of 
one of the languages, Latin, Greek, French, German, Sanskrit, 
Arabic, Persian, Pali, Classical Chinese.” 

This clause is now in force. 

2. It will bo seen that a graduate of an Indian University, under 
the new clause, will be eligible for exemption from Responsions 
provided his course of study has included English and one Classical 
Oriental language. A student so exempted will of course be required to 
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take the full three years’ course leading to a Pass or Honours Degree at 
Oxford, unless his qualifications render him eligible for recjognition as a 
Junior or Senior student, in which case, in addition to his exemption from 
Responsions he would be entitled to exemption from the first year course. 

3. I am to say that the High Commissioner is of opinion that the 
exemption now granted, is one which will prove of real value to Indian 
Students generally, and will tend to remedy any hardship caused by the 
recent Statutes governing the grant of Senior or Junior Status.

4. In this connection it may perhaps be pointed out that the grant 
of Junior Status, whilst securing exemption from Responsions, is not 
always a desirable privilege in the case of Indian Students, seeding that 
they are then expected to take the First Public Examination (Moderations) 
at the end of their iirst year, and their Final or Honour school at the end 
ot their second year, whilst as a general rule it has been found that it is 
difficult for a really good Degree to be taken within that period. Senior 
Status, on the other hand, exempts both from Responsions and the First 
Public Examination, and is therefore a valuable privile|.e. 

5. It might also perhaps be pointed out that although to obtain the 
new exemption now notified, for the information of the Government of 
India, an Indian graduate need not necessarily have taken a modem 
European Language, such graduates would do well to bear in mind that a 
good knowledge of Latin or French is as a general rule necessary for the 
purpose of the particular school they desire to take at Oxford. 

6. I am to add that it is understood that a similar proposal in 
regard to the exemption of Indian graduates , from the Cambridge 
Previous will in the near future come forward for discussion and definite 
particular will be communicated as soon as a decision is reached.

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AFFILIATION TO THE UNIVERSITY OF

It is hereby noticed that, at a congregation held on May 27, 1897, 
the Senate of the University of Cambridge sanctioned the following 
recommendation of the Council of the Senate of that University: — 

i. That the University of Madras be adopted as an institution 
affiliated to the University of Cambridge. 

ii. That any student of the University of Madras bf 3 entitled to 
be admitted to the privileges of affiliation who has — 

(1) in accordance with the regulations of that University 
studied for not less than two years at one or more institutions 
affiliated as first-grade colleges for the education of adult 
students ; 

(2) that any matriculated student of the University of 
Madras be entitled to bo admitted to the privileges of 
affiliation provided (1) that he has, in accordance with 
the Regulations of that University, studied for not less 
than two years at one or more affiliated colleges for the 
education of adult student, and (2) that he has in the 
Matriculation Examination or in some higher examination 
of the University of Madras satisfied the examiners in 
Creek, Latin, Sanskrit, Arabic, Persian or Pali, and '3) 
that he has pa^.-ed in the first class in the Intermediate 
Examination in Arts, or has passed the examination for 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts in Hemours, 
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Afliliated Students. 

Regulations [as amended to 31st October 1923), 

1. Graduates of Universities, which have on the recommendation of 
the Council of the Senate been approved for the purpose by Grace of the 
Senate, shall be entitled to admission to the- privilcgjes of aHiliation,

3. (a) If a student admitted to the privileges of affiliation wishes to 
reckon for any purpose tlie first term kept by rc'sidence as the second, 
third, or fourth term of his residence, in accordance with the foregoing

(d) If a student admitted to the ])rivileges of affiliation has, in 
accordance with the foregoing Regulation 2 (6) reckoned for any purpose 
the first term kept by residence as the second, third, or fourtli term 
of his residence, as the case may be, be shall be required so to reckon his 
first term for all purposes. 

4. In the case of any student claiming to be admitted to the

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GENERAL 


I. The Maharajah of Travancore Curzon Prize 

This endowmant, at present consisting of Rs. 80.200 invested in (tov- 
ernment socuricies, was founded by Ris Hii^hness tbe Maharajah of 
Travancore in memory of the visit of Lord Curzon, Viceroy and Gover- 
nor-General of India, to that State in November, 1900, and to encourage 
post-graduate studies mainly in scientific subjects bearing on the 
material prosperity of India. It was accepted by the Senate at a meeting 
held on April 30, 1901. 

Terms of award : 

1. The prize shall bo of the value of Rs. 500, to be awarded by the 
Syndicate for the best essay or thesis written by a graduate of the Uni- 
versity on any matter coraprisod in the following subjects : — 

(a) Experimental Physics. 

(b) Mathematical Physics, 

(c) Chemistry — (i) Pure Chemistry ; (ii) Technological, Agricultural 

or Physiological Chemistry, 

(d) Biology. 

(e) Geology, with special rehuence to Travancore, 

(/) Hygiene. 

(g) Bacteriology. 

{h) ArchaBology with special reference to Southern India. 

(») Political Economy with special reference to Indian questions. 

2. The essay must be the result of the personal investigations of its 
author, and must contain clear evidence of indepen lent and original 
research. Essays, or theses wliich consist onlv f)f c»Mti«‘isTns. '_'o*n filiations, 
or the history of a subject, unaccompanied bv the results of personal, 
independent, original research, will be ineligible for the prize, 

3. When two or more essays or theses written hy graduates of the 
University on the prescribed subject are considered to be of equal merit, 
the prize shall b^ divided among the authors, or the S/u licate rniy pay 
out of any prize money unutilized in previous years sueh amount as it 
may deem proper, but not exceeding Rs. 509 for each essay or thesis. 

4. The Syndicate shall, in February of each voar, presbribe onp of the 
above subjects or groups of subjects as that in which the prize shall be 
awarded during the ensuing voar. "f’he subject pr-'s^ribo 1 in each year 
shall, as far as possible, be different from that prescribed for the preceding 
year. 

5. The prize shall bo awarded by the Syndicate in the month of March 
in each year for the best essay or thesis reoci'^od on the subject prescribed by 
it in the month of February in the preceding year. The Svn licate may 
*ap})oiat two cr more persons to adjudicate on the essavs or theses received. 
Tho loc^pted thesis shall be published by the Universi-y. 
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6. The Syndicate may decline to award the prize on the ground of 
insufficient merit in the thesis submitted. 

7. Tf no award of the prize be made in any year, the amount of the 
prize ehall be added to the capital fund. 

8. The Syndicate shall have power to make such changes in the 
conditions of award as new circumstances may render desirable, subject 
to the assent of the donor.

This pri/f' was founded by M. R.Ry. S. Srinivasa Ayyangar Avl., B.A., 
B.L., Fligh Ojiirt Vakil, Madras, for th.» purpose of promoting the study of 
Indian Economics and was accepted by tho Senate at a meeting held 
on October 23, 1915.

Francis Napier, Baron Napier, Governor of Fort St Ge r. o. J t is 
of the present monthly value of Ks. 39, and is tenable for tluc • \( iiv. 

By the terms of the deed of endowment (given in the Fnivi^rsity 
(yalendar for 1880-81, page 156), the jcholarship is for the sup)> vb of a 
student in Arts, who must have been born in the cit\ /n* ' ob^ c-u^rato 

of Madras. 
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The RC'iiolarsliip is awarded to tho candidate who stands first among 
those who pass the Intermediate Examination in Arts in the first class, 
for tho purpose of enabling him to read for the B.A. Degree Examinations 
or the B.A. (Honours) Degree Examination. 

In the case of a scholarship-holder who has selected tho B.A. course, 
the scholarship shall cease at the end of two years unless he passes the 
B.A. Degree Examination at the end of two years’ course and continues to 
study for tlie purpose of appearing for the B.A. (Honours) Degree 
Examination under Regulation 9 of Chapter XXXIII. 

Tho Syndicate may declare that the holder of the scholarship has 
forfeited it for any misconduct which it may consider sufficient cause for 
such forfeiture, and there shall bo no appeal from the decision of the 
Syndicate. 

In the case of the death of any hold(‘r of the scholarship, or in the 
event of the scholai'.ship being vacated or forfeited by tlie holder for any 
cause whatsoever, the Syndicate shall be at liberty either to appoint 
another scholar of Ihc same standing, or to add the unexpended amount 
to the corpus of tlic fund. 

At the c\'i)iralion of every six years from tJie date of foundation the 
Syndicate may make new regulations with respect to the scholarship, but 
the Syndicate has no power to divide it, or to reduee its amount.

11. The Johnston of CarnsaUoch Scholarships 

A scholarship was founded on May 0, 1872, by Patrick Francis 
Camp bell -Johnston, Esq., of CarnsaUoch, Dumfries, Scotland, in fulfilment 
of the intention of liis father, the late Sir Alexander Joliuston. 

The income is derived from the proceeds of certain land and buildings 
near the town of Madura, known as the ‘ 4’amkum,’ of which Sir 
'Alexander Johnston claimed to be the proprietor.

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By tlie terms of the deed of endowment whieh at piesent consists of 
Ks. 10,7( 0 invested in (government uiities (given in ilie (Jniversiiy 
Calendar for 1880-81, jjage 174), the seliolarship is awarded to a 
matriculated student, being a native of the district of Madura, without 
respect to class, caste, or religion, in accordance with rules framed by the 
University. 

As th3 income of the endowment allows of threr? sc ho’ardiips being 
hold simultaneously, the following rules were fraintsd b/ the Senate at its 
meeting on October 25, 1912 : — 

(a) One scholarship shall be awarded annually to the, v-andidato 
who, being a native of the district of either Madma o' dlarauad, stands 
highest in the first class at the Intermediate Jdxaminatiou imm<»diately 
precerling his election, and who continues his stiidi es i » an affiliated 
college', provided that such schoiarship shall not be heUI in ( onjiint tiou 
with any other scholai ships whatever.

(d) The monthly value of the scholarshi}) is Ks. 24. 

(e) It shall bo lawful for the Syndicate to declare tJiat Ihi holiler 
of the scholarship has forfeited it for any mis(;onduct which it may 
consider a sufficient cause for such forfeiture, and there sliall be no appeal 
from tlie deci->ion of the Syndicate. 

(/) In the case of the death of any holder ot a scholarshi]) or in

I. The V. Rama Ayyangar Scholarship

The 8 cholari?hip is of the value ol Ks. 11 per mensem, being the 
interest on Ks. 4,000 invented in Government Secuiities, and is awarded 
to the pujii of Pachaiya] paV (Vdlege who pas.ses higJiest in the Inter- 
mediate Examination in Arts and join>- Pachaiyap])a*s College or the 
Presidency ColUge to jirofeecute his studies for the B.A. Degree 
Examination or the B.A. (Hon( urs) Degree Examination in Physical or 
Natural Science. The hvhoiarship is tenable lor thieo years in the ease 
el these who take an Ponours Ct urse, and for two years in the case of 
ihose who take an Oiainar^' Course. 

The Syndicate may de' lare that the holder of the scholarship has 
forfeited it for any misconduct which it may consider sufficient cause for 
such forfeiture, and th» re shall be no appeal from its decision. Any 
unexpended portion of the annual interest trom the funded capital is 
added to the corpus of tl>e fund. 

At the expiration of every six years from the date of foundation, the 
Syndicate may make new legulations with icsfectto the scholarship, 
provided that they thall not divu e it or nduce its amount or divert it to 
any purpose other than the encouragement ol the stndy of science, or 
iransfer it from tie Presidency College.

II. The V. Rama Aiyangar Memorial Scholarship 

A scholarship was founded in memory of the late V. Rama Aiyangar, 
O.S.I., Dewan of Tuivancore, by his widow, Janaki Ainnial, under her will, 
dated October, 1891, and was accepted by the Senate at a meeting held on 
November 6, 1896. 

The endowment at present consists of Rs. 1^,400 invested in Govern- 
ment Securities from Kamalammil, daughter of the late V. Rama 
Aiyangar, in accordance with the will of her mother, invested in Govern- 
ment securities. 

As the income of the endowment allows of three scholarships being 
held simultaneously, the following rules in connection with the scholarship 
were framed by the Senate at its meeting hold on October 25, 1912 : — 

A scholarship shall be awarded anmnlly to a student prof* ssiAg the 
Hindu religion, who, .\fter passing the Intermediate Examination in the 
first class in Gioup i, ii, or iii wishes to qualify tor the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts (Honours) in either Branch viii, ii-A, or ii-B, or lii. 

The scholarship shall ordinarily he tiuiable for three years. 

In the event of tliere being no candidate eligible who is prepared to 
take an Honours Course, the scholarsliip may be awarded to a candidate 
taking an ordinary degree course, provided that Sanskiit or a Physical or 
Natural Science form part of the course selected by him. In such case 
the scholarship shall be tenable for two years. 

The* monthly value of the scholai>hip shall bo Rs. 18. 

The scholarship shall be awarded by the Syndicate at its discretion 
#o a candidate it may select, provided that the candidate > olecled has 
shown distinguished merit in the subject or subjects chosen by him for 
further study in a University course. 

It shall bo lawful for the Syndicate of the University to declare ths 
the holder of the scholarship has forfeited it for any misconduct which it 
may consider a suilicient cause for such forfeiture, and there shall be no 
appeal fiom its decision.

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In the case of the death of any holder of the selioiarship, or in the 
event of the same being vacated or forfeited by the holder thereof from 
any cause whatever, the Syndicate shall be at liberty either to appoint 
another scholar or to add the unexpended amount to the cor})U8 of the 
fund. 


The candidate must bind himself by written covenant — 

(a) to prosecute his studies for the B. A. (Honours) Degree or the 
B.A. Degree Examination in the branch or group selected, in a college 
afhliated to the University of Madras ; 

(d) to pursue his studies continuously and diligently during the 
tenure of his scliolai-ship ; 

(c) to hold no appointment carrying a fixed stipend ; 

(^7) not to hold this scholarship in conjunction witli any other 
scliolarshi}) ; 

(e) to appear for the B.A. (Honours) or the B.A. Dcgic*e examination 
in the selected branch or group at the end of the period of tenure of 
his scholarship. 

The scholarship shall run froni the date of the scholai joining the 
college selected. 

At the expiration of every six years Irom the dat(‘ of iudtitution the 
Syndicate may make new regulations with r(‘sf)t*ct to the scholarship ;

III. The jMarsh Scholarship 

This scholarship was founded by the subscribers to the Marsh 
Memorial Fund and was accepted by the Senate at iU meeting held on 
March 4, 1910. 

The endowment at present consists of Rs. 5,319, invested in 
Government securities, the interest on which is applied to the award of a 
scholarsnip in memory of the late Dr. Joseph Marsh under the following

If in any year the scholarship is not aw arded, the unexi>ended iutcuest 
shall be added to the corpus of the fund.

By the terms of the deed of endowment (given 
in the University Calendar for 1896-7, page a gold medal of the 
value of about lis. 50 is to bo awarded annually to a candidate who, 
being a student of any college in the Madura District, and having passed 
the Intermediate Examination during the yoai, in the opinion of the 
Syndicate, has shown distinguished merit in Mathematics.

student who, huvin*^ passed the Internuuimte Examination in the University 
of Madras, wishes to continue his studies for the H'lchtlor of Arts {Honours) 
degree in one of the su(>-di visions of Branch ii or of Branch iii. 

On the oc^'iirrcnce of a vacancy, appliontions tor the scholarship 
shall be invited from students in Law in three successive issut's of the Fort 
8U Oejtrtje Gazette, and, if at the end of six weeks afte r tlio appeirance of 
the first noti Heat ion no application shall have been receiv'od from student® 
in Law, a n^w nobiHcalion shall be inserted in the said Gazette inviting 
applications for the scholarship from students who wish to prosecute 
their studies for the B,A. (Honours) Degree in the aforesaid branches. 

The age of an applicant must not exceed 25 years on the 1st January, 
preceding the date of the notification. 

The schokirship may bo declared by the Syndicate 1o be forfeited 
if the conduct or progress of the holder bo unsatisfactorv’, or on account 
of his continued ill-health, or for any other reason which the Syndicate 
considers sullicient. There shall be no appeal from such decision. 

The holder of the scholarshiji must bind himself by written covenant — 

(1) to prosecute his studies for the examination of Master of Laws 
or Bachflor of irt^ (Honours)^ as the case may be, in the (Tiiiver«ity of 
Madras, and to appear for examination, on the first, occasion admissible 
under the regnhlions ;

IL The Sir T. Muttuswami Aiyar Memorial Scholarship 

This scholarship, to be designated the ‘Sir T. Muttuswami Aiyar 
Memorial Scholarshif;,’ is maintained from the interest on the present sum 
of Rs, 12,000, bring the balance (with accumulated interest) of a fund that 
had been sub.^eribed by tlie public in order to commemorate the name of 
Sir T. Miittu?warai Aiyar, B.L., K.CM.E., late Judge of the High Court of 
Madras, after pajdng for the erection of a statue of the deceased Judge. 
The endowment was accepted by the Senate at a meeting held on April 
21, 1900, and the following are the conditions of award : — 

The General C-ommittee appointed to collect subscriptions for and 
to administer the fund, resolved at a meeting held on December 12, 1898» 
that ‘the balance be utilized for providing a scholarship to enable a B.L. 
graduate to proceed to the M.L. degree,* 

The scholarship shall be awarded by the Syndicate biennially, or 
whenever a vac^ancy occurs. It shall be of the monthlv value of Rs. 35 
and tenable for two years or for such shorter period as the Syndicate may 
deem necessar}^ in the special circumstances of each ease. 

An applicant for the scholarship must have passed the B.L.Exami- 
nation in the University of Madras, and the age of the applicant must not 
exceed 25 years on the 1st January preceding the notification of a 
vacancy. 

The scholarshiyi may bo declared by the Syndicate to be forfeited* 
if the eondu(‘t or progress of the holder be unsatisfactory, or on account, 
of his continued ill-healih, or lor any other reason which the Syndicate 
considers sufficient. Th(*re shall be no appeal from such decision. 

The hohler of the scholarship must bind himself by written 
covenant — 

(1) to prosecute his studies for the examination of Master of Laws 
in the University of Madras and to appear for the examination on the first 
occasion. admissible under the reijuhttiovfi ; 

(2) . to place himself, for the direction and control of his studies 
under the l^rincipal of the Madras Law College ; 

(3) not to hold any other scholarship in conjunction with ibis 
scholarship ; 

(4) not to pursue any calling inconsistent with the prosecution of 
his studies, nor to praeti.se as a pleader, nor to hold any salaried 
appointment during his tenure of the scholarship ; 

Provided that nothing contained in this covenant shell be taken ta 
debar the holder from serving his tenure of apprenticeship or from being 
enrolled as a pleade;r during the tenure.

I. The Maharaja of Cochin Scholarship 

'I’his scliolarship was founded on July 20 , 1870, by H. H. Rama 
Varma, Maharaja of Cochin. It is of the present monthly value of 
Rs. o4, and is tenable for such minimum period as may be required to 
enable the holder to qualify for the degree of M.B. & B.S or of B.E. 

2. By the terms of the deed of endowment, which at present (onsists 
of Rs. 19,500 in Vest ((1 in Government securities (given in the ITniversity 
Calendar for 188(1-81, page 160, the scholarship is for the support of 
a student (who must be a born Cochin subject), either in Medicine or in 
Engineering, at the discretion of the reigning Rajah of Cochin. 

3. ’rhe scholarship is awarded at the discretion of the Syndicate 
to a student who has passed tJio Intermediate Examination in Arts. 

4. One- third of the income is kept in reserve, and is paid over te 
the holder only in the event of his qualifying for the degree of M.B.& B.S. 
or the degree of B.E. w ithin the minimum period required. 

5. In the event of Ihe one -third of the income being forfeited as 
above, it is added to the fund. 

6. The Syndicate may declare that the holder of the scholarship has 
forfeited it for any misconduct which it may think sufficient cause for 
such forfeiture, and there shall be no appeal from the Syndicate's 
decision.

II. The Maharaja of Travancore Scholarship 

This endowment, which at present consists of lis. KS.500 invested in 
Oovernment securities, was founded on August I, 1870, by H. H. Sri

L The Anne Isabella Subrahmanyam Scholarships 

Th(' folhnvjiig arc the terms of award oi the above scholarships ag 
iimendovi by the Senate at its niceting held on March 5, 19U9 : — 

The.so scholarships were founded for promoting the study of Medicine 
amongst Imlian Christiana of Southern India by Diwan Bahadur Naray ana 
Aiyar Subrahmanyam, B.A., B.L., of Madras, Barrister- at- Law, in 
mcmoiy of his late wife, Anne Isabella Subrahmanyam. The first 
endowment was accepted by the Senate on Septemher 21, 1899, the second 
endowment on April 21, 19U0, and the third endowment on August 31, 
1961, and the endowments now amount in the aggregate to Rs. 41,400, the 
int<3rest accruing from which is to be devoted for the support of a student 
ill Mc'dicine in a College of Medicine recognised by or affiliated to the Uni- 
versity studying for the degree of Bachelor of M(*dieine and Surgery of the 
University of Madras. 

2. In the event of a scholarship not being awarded in any year, the 
unused interest shall be added to the trust funds. The interest accruing 
from such accumulations shall be utilized in rateably increasing the 
amount of each .scholarship, subject to a maximum of Rs. 25 per mensem. 
The surplus interest accruing from the trust funds over and above 
thirty-five rupees jM?r mensem per scholarship shall, as the Syndicate of the 
trniversitv determine, be applied in endowing some other scholarship in 
the Univer.sil 3 ’’, or in the purchase of a medal or prize to be awarded 
to any student of the Universitiy whom the Syndicate may select for 
encouragi^ment in the study of Medicine. 

3. It shall be lawful for the Syndicate of the University, from time to 
time, with the cons»*nt, during his lifetime of the founder, to mako new 
regulations with rea|)ect to the seholarahips, always provided that they 
do not divert it to any other purpose than the encouragement of the 
study of McHlicino by Indian Chri^ians. 

4. If any event occurring to prevent the following rules from oeing 
carried out, it shall bo lawful for the University to ajiply the trust 
funds of these scholarships in such manner as will carry oat the object 
of the founder, viz., the promotion of the study of me^oal science by 
Indian (*hristians of Southern India.

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5. The rules that have been framed are as follows : — 

(a) The scholarships shall be called the ‘Anno Isabella Subrah- 
matzyam Scholarships.’ 

(b) By the terms of the deed of endowment (given in the ITniversity 
Calendar, Appendix, Volume I, for 1809-1 9(K), page 218) the scholarships 
are open to Indian Christians, male or female*, of th^^ Presidency of 
Madras, or of the States of Mysore, Travancore, Cochin or Pudukkottai. 
A scholarship will be awarded each year to a student ontoring a College 
of Medicine recognised by or affiliated to the University in the first 
year’s class of the course for the degree of tlie Bach(*lor of Medicine and 
Master in Surgery cf the University of Madras. It shall be awarded by 
the Syndicate on the recommendation of a committee of three members 
of the Faculty ot Modiciru*, of whom the Principal of the .vladras Medical 
College shall bo one. In any year when after the award of one 
scholarship has been nuide, the ?iumber of scholarship hoi !ers does not 
exceed 3, an additional scholarship may bo awanleii by tin* Nyurlicate tn 
a suitable candidate on the recommendation of the above Committee. 

(c) A scholarship of the present monthly value of Rs. 25 shall bo 
tenable under existing rules for five years or for the period required 
to qualify for the M. B. & B.S. Degree of the University of Madras. 

\d) Failure to pass any one of the examinations for the degree of 
M.B. & B.S. of the Univor^ity of Madras at the earliest opportunity on 
which the holder is admissible to it entails forfeiture of ti\c scholarship. 
In the case of failure to pass one such examination, }iow»'V('r, the Syndi- 
cate, on the application of the holder of a seliol irslup, may merely 
suspend the scholarship for one year. If the holder be suci^essful within 
this period, it shall be lawful for the Syndicate to continue the scholarship 
for the remainder of the period for which the holder may be entitled to it. 

(e) It shall be lawful for the Syndicate to declare that the holder 
of a scholarship has forfeited it for any misconduct whi ‘h they may 
oonaider a sufficient cause for such forfeiture, and there shall be no appeal 
from the decision of the Syndicate.

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II. The Nayudu Soundaravalli Ammal’s Scholarship 

This endowment, which at present consists of Rs. 26,400 
invested in Government securities, was received by the University in 
accordance with the final decree of the Additional Sub-Judge of Tanjore 
in O.S. No. 27 of 1917, as subsequently amended by his order No. 346, 
dated the 6th h'eptember 1924, for the purpose of founding scholarships, 
and was accepted by the Senate at its meeting held on March 18, 1926. 

The award shall be made under the following conditions ; — 

(1) There shall be awarded two scholarships called the “Nayudu 
Soundaravalli Ammal’s Scholarships.” 

(2) The scholarships shall be open to caste Hindu women students 
joining the first year’s class of the course, for the Degree of Bachelor of 
Medicine and Surgery of the University of Madras, in a constituent or 
an affiliated college.

(4) Failure to pass any one of the examinations for the Degree of 
M.B. & B.S. of the University of Madras at the earliest opportunity, on 
which the holder'? arc admissible to them entails forfeiture of the scholar- 
ships. In the ease of failure to pass one such examination, however, the 
Syndicate, on the application of the holder.^ of the scholarships, may 
merely suspend the scholarships for one year. If the holder^ be suc- 
cessful within tills period, it shall be lawful for the Syndicate to continue 
the scholarships for the remainder of the period for which the holders may 
be entitled to them. 

(5) It shall be lawful for the Syndicate to declare that the holders 
of the* scholarships hav<‘ forfeited them for any misconduct which it may 
consider sufficient cause for such forfeiture, and there shall be no appeal 
from the decision of the Syndicate. 

(6) All unextxinded interest shall be added to the corpus of the 

fund. 

(7) The Syndicate shall have power to make such changes in the 
conditions of award, as new circumstances may render desirable, pro- 
vided that the object for which the scholarships aio founded is kept 
in view .

from a College of Medicine recognised by or affiliated to the University. 
^6 prize is awarded to the student who stands first in the order of merit, 
out H there be only one Muhammadan, it is awarded to him, inespeetive 
of order of merit. 
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4. In tho event of the prixe not being awarded in any year, the 
amount thereof is added to the fund. 

5. The Syndicate may vary the terms of award as regards nature of 
the qualifying degree or examination.

The Bowen Memorial Scholarship 

This .«!C*h()lary}iip was founded by the friends and adrniiers of the late 
Colonel Charles Bowen, K.E., C’hief Engineer of Mysore, ior encouraging 
the study in Engirieeiing and was aecept(‘d by the Senate at a rnoeting 
held on January 17, 1903. A sum of Ks. 0, 980-5-0 was received from 
the Committee of the Bowen Memorial Fund for the Hcbnlarshii) and 
invested in the Government securities for Ks. ILMOO. The conditions of 
aw'ard are : — 

1. The scholarshi]) shall be oiien only to subjects of the Mysore 
fctate domiciled therein who are eligible for admission to a (-ollege of 
Engineering affiliated to the University of Madras to undergo a course 
of study for the Degree of Bachelor of Engineering and do not hold a 
Mysore Government scholarship. 

2. The scholarship of the present monthly value of Ks. 35 
shall be awarded on the reeomiuondation of the Principal of the (^olletie 
of Engineering to the best, jf such subjects of the State as are eligible 
for it. 

3. The scholarsliip shaii bo tenable for a period of four years at 
the Madras College of Engineering in the case of a scholarship holder 
commencing his course, or for such period as is required for completing 
the course in the case of one who has already been a student of the 
College for some time. 

4. It will be left to the discre^n of the Principal of the College 
to recommend the discontinuance of a scholarship already awarded for 
bad conduct or failure at any of the periodical examinations of the Col- 
lege or the University. 

5. When the scholarship is not awarded for the whole or part of a 
year, the savings shall be added to the funded capital and the value of 
the monthly scholarship increased as far as the interest accruing permits 
up to a maximum amount of Ks. 3«5 a month.

This prize was founded by the subscribers to the 'Sir Gabriel Stokes

(1) The prizes shall be awarded to the two successful candidates 
certified by the Secretary tc Gcvenimcrt c l H. H, the Nizam's P.W .D., 
as ‘Mulki’* in the order of merit on the pass list of the B.E. Degree 
Examination of the University. 

(2) In the event of there being no second * Mulki ’ candidate on 
the pass list, the second prize shall be awarded to the candidate who, in 
passing the B.E. Degree Examination, has obtained the highest number 
of marks on the aggregate in the Branch in which there is no mulki 
candidate; 

(3) In the absence of any * Mulki ’ candidate in the pass list the 
two prizes shall be given to the candidates obtaining highest marks in 
each branch, the first prize being awarded to whoever of the two obtains 
the highest number of marks in the subjects common to the two branohes. 

(4) Ifinanv year the prizes be not awarded the unexpended 
interest shall be added to the corpus of the fund.
